This question is 
being asked by Dixon people as a re­ 
sult of (he recent agitation of the 
water question in this city, which re­ 
sulted in the yvater company submit­ 
ting a statement of their receipts and 
expenditures and 
also a price 
of 
$150,000 for tlie plant. Other cities 
have tried municipal ownership and 
found it perfectly satisfactory. Du­ 
buque, Iowa, is one of these cities. 


A liencm <o All. 


Dubuque's report 
for tin* 
fiscal 
year ending May ill, 1911, has not 
yet come in, but the report of the pi'e 
vious year shows some interesting 
facts that are worth considering They 


show how valuable the warterworks 
Property can become to a citv and 
what a large revenue can he prod t i ­ 
ed without adding to the burden of 
the* taxpayer. 
On the contrary, 
it 
shows that both taxpayers and water 
consumers are benefited by munici­ 
pal ownership. 


Remember these figures are for 
the year ending M ay 30, 19 lu and 
from (he figures for the fiscal year 
just closed, May 31, 19 11, the re­ 
ports show even better, declares Supt. 
Stedman. 


In the report of the. Dubuque citv 
waterworks for the year ending May 
31, 19 10, the story is (old in a nut­ 
shell, 
right at the start. 


A Big Profit. 


■June I, 1909, there was a balance 
in the hands of the treasurer of $ 1,- 
668 .4!. Total receipts 
during 
the 
year were $64,49 6.25; Total disburse 
ment for maintenance, improvements 
and all other 
expenses 
was $46,- 
79 7.8 9 . June 1, 19 10, the balance in 
the hands of (lie treasurer was $22,- 
366.77. This means that the water­ 
works netted the city an income of 
$17,69 8 .36. 


During the year about $7,300 was 
expended for pipes and hydrants and 
in the construction 
ot 
extensions. 
Nearly a mile of new mains was put 
in during the year at a cost of about 
$5,000, 


i he system at Dubuque is now run 
on a business-like and scientific basis 
Even under a wasteful management 
a lew years ago the waterworks was 
paving tlie city dividends well worth 
while. 
This great advance of the 
year ending May 31. 1910, over pre­ 
vious 
years was due largely to the 
general installation of meters, end­ 
ing the waste hv consumers... R\ the 
general installation of meters the ex 
pense of operation was cut down 3 1 
per cent and Dubuque expects 
the 
same large returns to the oily in the, 
future that it s •cured during the vearj 
1 910. 


Mai i i n S(>o |*er Day for ( it» . 
Dubuque was making a profit of 
$25,sit for every m illion gallons of 
water pumped during 1910. It was 
pumping an average of 2,332,77 I gal 


lens every day. The waterworks was 
earning over $fio every day for 
Hie 
city. At the same time the service was 
being improved, nearly a mile of new 
mains was laid and at the end of the 
year the city had nearly $ls,000 to 
pav off water bonds.
